Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's remarks pages 32-35, with respect to 
claims 1,6,8,13,14 and 20-23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of these claims has been withdrawn. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) was submitted on 04/05/2007 was 
filed. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, 
the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,6,8,13,14 and 20-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 ,6 and 8 of the current application teaches similar subject matter as the 
prior art of Kazumasa JP 1 1 -1 22490. However, claims 1 ,6 and 8 are allowed for the 
reasons pointed out by Applicant's remarks pages 32-35. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

5. Regarding claims 1 ,6 and 8, Prior art of record fails to teach that before the 
image of the original document is read, a predetermined value, corresponding to a peak 
value of the standard white image data is set as a standard white image data for a pixel 
that is determined to be abnormal. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

6. It follows that dependent claims 13,14 and 20-23 are inherently allowable for 
depending on an allowable base claim.
